Waterloo centre to provide 90 day-care spots

Conestoga College has received 
an approval in principle from the 
Ministry of Community and Social 
Services to build an S800.000 day- 
care facility at Waterloo campus. 

The project is an arrangement 
among the college, the ministry 
Company. Manufacturers Life will 
contribute S2 18,000 toward the 

change for 30 of the proposed 90 
day-care spots being alotlcd to 
their employees’ children. The 
college will staff the centre with 
employees and students from the 
early childhood education pro- 
gram. The arrangement is similar 
to that between Conestoga Col lege 


1. but problems with the ministry 
have delayed the project, said 
David Putt, director of physical 

PuU explained in order for the 
project to receive funding from the 
ministry, the college must submit 
tendered documents outlining a 
contractor's construction budgcL 
However, lo proceed with accept- 
ing tenders, the college must be 
sure of receiving funding. 

“The project's in limbo." said 
Pull.
